These are same of the guestions which
nobody has studled more deeply or with
more surpriging success than Nikola
Tesla,

Tesin Is o Geninw,

But who 14 this deep prier into na-
ture's mysteries, this wonder-working
magician? Where did he coms from?
How eame he here? And how came ha
to hee what he l=, to do the things which
have already made his nime #o fa-
mous?

In the firet place, this Nikoln Tesla,
though plainly enoingh o man of genius,
i no magician. He 18 no mere vision-
ary. He ia no chill of Juck. His
achievementa have been no acoldents,
He Ig one of the most logleal of men.
He haes not Jumped to concluglons, FEv-
ery perceptive faculty hng been alert;
but g0 have all other co-ordinate fac-
ultiea of the mind benn allve and alert,
ench faculty Instant In the doing of Its
awn part toward the wanted and walted
for result.

President Jardan, of the Leland Stan-
ford univergity, i right In Inalsting ans
he does In a recent strikinely Just artl-
cle In one of the educational reviews
that “geniux” should be taken as the
“model in education.'” The man of true
gendug, when he does the things at
whieh men wonder and admire, has no
lagy fibre In his braln, All the facul-
tles work—work, at thelr best, And
they work at thelr best beeause they
work sultably and all together,

But Nilkola Tesla—in America he Is
one of our “immigranis,” as Ericason
wits, as Agassin was, and some other

the world will not soon let die. Texia
I8 now 38 years of age. He s by birth
n Slav, His boyhood home was In the
borderland of Eastern Austrin, where
Hiav and Turk have so often struggled
for the mastery. He was born In Smil-
Jan, In the provinee of Lika, His fa-
ther was a clergyman of the Greek
church, who had hoped to have his son
succeed him In the pacred office,
Hils Education,

As for his education, he spent four
yeurs in the public school, three years
in the real s¢hool, three years In the
higher real school at Cortstatt, and
two or three years In the polytechnle
school In CGrats, Austria,

'‘By this time young Tesla had become
so absorbed In his electrical studies,
experiments and sclentific ideas, that
he saw, ns he reased It, felt that he
must “get Into gulf stream of elec-
trical thought.” Acdordingly, breake
ing away from aH tles and traditions
of the pant, in 1841, he came to Parls,
presently obtalning employment as an
electrical engineer. It was not long,
however, before It became plain to him
| that America was the place for him,
Aszoclated for a time with Edison,.in
whose shop he took Sff his-coat the day

Teala was engaged about this time
contemperancously with Professor Fer-
raris, an independent inventor, in per-
fecting the demonstration of the enor-
mously Important principle of the ro-
tary fleld motor—a new system of
electrie dlistribution and transmission
of power by means of alternating cur-
rents,

The varlous Tesla patents having been
acquired by the Westinghouse Electrie
company, they began at once ta be put
to uses In many ways, to the Inestima-
ble advantage of the world's growing
mechanical industries. In the year 1580,
Mr. Teala, severing hin conneetion with
the Westinghouse company, devoted
himself to the study of alternating cur-
rents of high frequencies and very
high potencies. His lecture on “Expe-
rimenta With Alternating Currents,”
delivered before the American Instl-
tute of Electrical Englneers, and ghort-
Iy after repeated before similar bodles
In London and In Parls, and elsewhere
In the summer of 187, marked a fresh
era In the evolution of "electrical ap-
plied science.

An Important Invention.

At the present time Tesla ls devoting
himsell to the working out of another
great invention, but this time in the de-
partment of mechanieal engineering,
known as the oselllator, from which im-
mengely Important results are antiel-
pated. I #uccessful, this new mechan
feal contrivance s a combination of
the steam engine and the dynamo, by
which, it is said, an englne of a given
power can be made about one-fortieth
the welght of the ordinary engine of the
game power. In the osclllator the pls-
ton travels its path to and Cea 100 times
a second, or oftener, If required. In
one form of the oscillator two pistons
are used that go out and In the opposite
ends of the eylinder at the same time,
thus balancing thelr motion and res
Heving the apparatug from the raphl
shock of vibration,

Just how revolutlonary this new step
In both steam and electrical engineer-
ing s destined to be Is not yet wholly
certaln, But in view of what s al-
remdy asg good as certain that electrie-
Ity Is destined, and that befors long,
tor take the pldace chlefly of steam in
rallway and other traction, In the opln-
lon of the most competent to Judge, 1ts
importance ean hardly be overstated,
The problem, the worst to be met, has
been to devise the best type of engine
for driving the simplest and most eco-
nomical form of dynamo, OF course,
untll the problem has been completely
worked out there remain some things
about It which the wary Inventor
“Keeps to himself and scarcely tells to

| any.”

Wis Experiments with Lighe,

Some of Mr. Tesla's most brilllant
experlments of startling beauty have
had to do with phenomena of Hght and
heat as produced by electrostutic forees
acting between charged molecules or
atoms. As deseribed by Mr. Marten,
perfecting a generator that would give
liim currents of several thousand alter-
nationg per second, and Inventing his
dizruptive coll, he has ereated electro-
statle conditions that have already
modificd many aceespted notions about
eleetrieity, For one thing, 1t has been
supposed that one or two  thousand
volts' potentlal would sarely ki, but
Mr, Tesln hag been seen recelving
through hi= hands currents of a po-
tential of more than 200,000 volts, vi-
brating 1000000 times w second, and
manifesting  themselves  in dazzling
streams of Hght, An actual flame in
thia way produced by Intense white-
neas that does not consume anything,
“hursting from the ends of an induc-
tlon coll as though it woere a bush on
holy ground,” with such vibrations as
ctan be maintained by a potential of
000000 volts, Mre, Tesla expects gome
day to elothe himsedf in & robe of lam-
bent fire that will be altogether harm-
leas, Indecid, such currents as he now
used, he gavs, would keep a naked man
warm at the north pole; and as for the
possihle curative uses of such currents,
who can say, or gainsay in electrical
gclence and englneering during the past
ten or twelve yeara?

Another of the ldeas which Tesla s
waorking out Is that of the transmission
af Intelllgence, and perhaps of power,
acrogg wide spaces without the nse of
any connecting wire, This, of course,
i not any experiment of trying to o
gomething by means of nothing.* It
ta entirely sclentific; 1t Is an effort to
utilize the earth laelf as an eleetrie
conductor. It Is an atiempt W get al
the law of those eoarth currents of
elaatrion]l fores in o way to dovise
some mthod of getting the mastery of
them, and of bringing paradel currents,
though widely separated In space, Into
“regonating” relations with each other,
the one electrie current belng turned
to the ather,

To Do Away with Wires,

As Mr. Tesla himaelf has sald: “In
| eonnection with the resonance effects
and the problem of transmission of

the apt contrivance to the natural law |

energy aver a single conductor, T wonld
gay a few worda on a problem which
constantly filla my thoughts, and which
concerng the welfare of gll. 1 mean the
transmissiaon of intelligible signals, or,
perhaps, even power, to any distance
without the usge of wires, 1T am dally
becoming more and more convineed of
the practieability of the scheme; and
thaugh 1 Enow full well that the major-
Ity of selentific men will not belleve
that such results ean be practically
and Immediantely realized, yot T think
that all consider the developments of
recent years hy a number of workers to
have been sueh ag to encourage thought
and experiment In this direetion. My
convietion has grown so strong thal 1
no longer look upon this plan of en-
ergy or Intelllgence transmission as
. mere theoretical possibility, but as a
serious probilem In eleetrignl engineer-
Ing which mugt be carried ont some day.
The ldea of transmitting Intelllgence
without wire 12 the natural outeome of
the most recent results of sléctrieal -
vestigations." Some enthusinsts, he
sayy, have expressed the bellef that
telephoning to any digtance by Induoe-
tion throweh alr s possible: for him-
self, he eannot streteh his Imagination
g far, but he declires hig firm belief
that It Is practicable to digturb by
means of powerful machines the elee-
tromtatie condition of the earth, and
thus transmit intelligible signals, and
perhaps power.  We neaed not be fright-
encd, he savs, by the lea of distance,
To the weary wanderer counting the
mile posts the earth may appear very

Inrge; to the astronomer It appears
very small, ®o, Tesla (hinks, It may
geemn W the electriclan.  The *big

earth,” as we cal it, contalng a certaln
capacity of electricity; let the electrl-
cking of the world find oul how {0 meas-
ure that capacity, and then, reasoning
aolldly from one polnt to another, find
out how to convert the “art and mys-
tery' into the art and mastery of I,
for the world's everyday uses,

Nikoln Tesla Is & man of & most In-
tersating personality. Through his In-
ventlons he has begun to do the work
of milllons of workmen, so helping on
Immennely the possible achlevements
of the great world's Industries In order
to the growing comfort and happlnoss
of mankind. ‘This man, of whom Amer-
I8 now so proud, 18 not without honor
In the reglon of his birth. The Order of
the Eagle has just been conferred upon
him by the prince of Montenegro, as
previously the Order of 8t. S8ava had
been glven him by the king of Bervia.

IRVING'S KING ARTHUR.

The Now Play of the Greut English Actor
Reviowed by an Accomplished Critle -1t
Will Be Seen in This Country This

erage auditor may complain that the
melancholy atmosphere of the drama
Is deepened by tedious movement and
extreme length, the play has been most
popular with Sir Henry's great follow-
ing. tha patronage Nlling the theater at
every performance, It were difficult
to define the charm of the play, for
charm there certainly is. There Is a
weird mysticlsm about it all that com-
port= with the legendary character of
the story, and In the scenle work the
artists of the theater have succeeded
marvelously well in preserving the mys-
terlous suggestivencss of the half-su-
pernatural. Much ls galned, too, from
the costumes and color schemes de-
signed by Burne-Jones, the pre-Ra-
phaelite robes and draperies, the soft
tones and neatral Unts, with here and
there a florld or vivid emphasls, seem-
Ing to it well with that dim, shadowy
epoch of wonder and enchantment fa-
millar to most of us through Tenny-
son's ldyls, though It was not from
these, but the older source, that Co-
myns Carr drow his insplration
. L I

While every scene |s bheautiful, but
one of the six throws off the religious
dimness of effect which s one of the
barely comprehended spells put upon
us by the representation. This excep-
tiom ks the bright, flower-gladdem
vislun of the Whitethorn Waood, Into
which the not yel errant queen comes
w-Maying, preceded down the winding,
busky path by the white-robed maldens
who are so radlant a part of her salte,
Fitly enough in thls scene ocours the
only Hne of comedy In the play, the
one opportunity for pert emotion to res
leve Hgelf with a laugh, And It s
gimple BiL, too, Dagonet, Introdueed
as the gueen’s fool, and ns o younsg
man, runs nto the glde from  the
right slope, and, trembling In mock
fear, Implores the ladies to save him,
for he I# sore pressed. Guinevere nska:
“What, hath some beast pusued thee?
and he, loking over his shoulder as he
crouches, answers, as If 8t apprehen-
sive: “Aye, truthy, a most sweel beast,
yet fearsome, too”  Whereupon one of
the ladies, the dark Clarissant (admir-
ably pletured by Miss Allsa Cralg, El-
len Perry's dnoghter) thinks It well thit
the knlghta be callid to the protection
of the ladles; but Guinevere gshames
their Tears and demands of Dagonet Lo
degeribe what manner of beast it was
affrighted him, “What form hath t?"
And Dagonet, with great solemnity, re-
sponded: “Well, to be plain, yet modest
withal, and not too curlous, 1t 18 In all
things shaped ke a woman,"” following
which there [a laughter and Dagonet
runs on mirthfully to inform the com-
pany that "a maid who had tended a
herd of swine' had fNung a garvland
abont his neck and sworn “a most vil-
Ininous oath that she loved me well”
This little eplsode ts quickly over and
the play returned to [te gerlous mond,
deepening rapidly Into pathos and the
gult of flonding tragedy, 1t need not
be pretended that the author has risen
to that heautiful plane of sentiment
and passion and poetry thit has given
Imperigshable worth to the Ldyls of the
King, nor that we do not lose much of
the deep compasionate quallty that lles
between the gqueen’s sin and that soul-
awakening when her thought Is Ar-
thur's, “nor Launcelot's nor anoth-
er's;™ nor that we miss nothing of the
holy grief which should attend the no-
bie Passing of Arthur; but the work
hag been well done by the poct-dramat-
fat, and what he hag omitted from his
lines the art of the theater has sup-
plled to intenslfy Interest in the play,

A reasonable  objection, from  the
standpoint of poetie adequacy, may he
urged agalnst the final scene, In which
Arthur (come as the queen's companion
against the tyranny of Mordred, who
gits the throne in the belief of the
king's death) s slain in the great hall
of Camelot hy o sword thrust ina feeble
combat with Mordred. You feel that
the eatastrophe is not equal to the co-
Eeney of eventz nor to the sublimity
of that “true Jord of all” whose soul
should puass from the bruit of horeid
battle, not fromm the chamber elash of
duelling swonris,

Irving I8 somewhat far from the
shores of youth to satlefy one's Ideal of
Pendragon's gon, the goodliest knight
of all the world, and he i3 searcely at
pains in his makeup to hide the lmprint
of past maturity; but the spiritual and
egsential quality of his Interpretation
Ig of that rare sweetness and excellence
which made his Charles I. so persua-
glve and charming and potential.  He
wauld greatly enhance his present ef-
fectiveness would he wenr with ample
locks of blund hale a full and flowine
“virgin®™ beard, Instend of showing
barefaced at Camelot,

Miga Terry has been seldom better
sulted to a part than she is to Guin-
evere, though the role I8 not, Justly
speaking, squal either to her artistie nr
her dramatic dimensions. ‘But Guin-
evere 8 distinetly in her veln, notwith-
standing she I remembered as the
Beatrice par excellence and has within
her wit a verltable sprite of comedy,
The strietly critiesl may have much 1o
